Commercial reports indicate little al- 
teration for the 
past 
week, but 
l^reater confidence 
in 
mm-ked im- 
provement 
after Jan. 
1. 
.Holiday 
trade monopolizes attention in some 
sections, exceeding that of last year, 
although the aggregate sales do not 
compare favo-rably _ with 
190G to 
date. 


Jobbing and 
wholesale lines are 
seasonably quiet, while manufactur- 
ing operations are curtailed pending 
resumption 
of 
normal 
demands. 
Some sections 
report 
better senti- 
ment in the iron and steel industry, 
although now business is limited and 
little recovery is expected until next 
year. 


Fhirtnatinns in raw material pro- 
duced some irregularity in the tone 
of cotton goods, 
but 
a few 
net 
changes occurred in prices, as neither 
manufacturer nor buyers seems de- 
sirous of establishing 
a new Iiasis 
of quotations, the market is nominal- 
ly unchanged. 
Certain 
lines 
of 
woolens for next fall have been open- 
ed and the msarket canvassed to some 
extent. 


Pcotwear shipments through Bos- 
ton are much smaller than a j'ear ago, 
yet the sentiment has improved and 
wholesalers are expected to operate 
freely in the near future, 
lietter in- 
quiry in the leather market promises 
a revival of business after Jan. 1. 
Prices for hides are steadier, in some 
cases advances of a full cent being 
recorded. 


Biadstreets' Rei^ort. 


Bradstreets says: 
Cross currents 
in trade, finance and industry prevent 
generalization, 
imt 
financial 
condi- 
tions generaliy 
have shown further 
easing, while 
the 
approach of the 
holiday period and more seasonable 
weather has helped curtail distribu- 
tion, which 
in 
some 
sections also 
feels the stimulus 
of price conces- 
sions. 
On the other hand wholesale 
and jobbing trade has rather quited 
and the manufacturing industry has 
slackened slighitly. 
In no branch of 
trade distribution or industry are op- 
erations so brisk as at this date in 
recent years. 
Collections generally 
are very slow a.nd failures tend to 
increase in numbers. 


Among the industries a feature is 
continuance of befcter fepllag in iron 
and steel, accompanied by some in- 
quiry for near future wants. 
Pro- 
duction is, however, being restricted 
and an example being furnished by 
the reports that pig iron production 
in the Pittsburg 
district is but 40 
to oO per cent of normal, while fin- 
ishing mills are running to 60 to 70 
per cent of their capacity. 
Building 
has shown a heavy falling off and all 
materials are dull. •

She said she had escaped 
several times from the livpsy band, 
but that each time she had been re- 
captured. Doctors called to attend her 
said the child, beyond question, had 
been severely dealt with and that she 
was ill from her stiffering. l)ut that 
she would recover. 


The parents of the little girl were 
notified. 
The father sank in a chair 
and the i)Olice thought he xyas going 
to sw^n. 
But he recovered and de- 
))arl»^l at once to bear the tidings to 
hs wife, who had been driven to the 
verge of insanity-Ajy her anxiety. Two 
detectives were put on a train imme- 
diately to go to Memmence and bring 
the child back to Chicago.

assed government 
to sell

Need of the device, he said, had long 
disappeared, but- hampering laws re- 
lating to that system still remained. 


RAILROAD LOST 


Judge Refuses to Continue Injunction 
to Kestrain Employes From 
Striking. 


Buffalo, 
Dec. 
13.—Judge 
Hazell 
of the United tates court, this after- 
noon denied the motion of the I^eia- 
ware, Lackawanna & Western rail- 
,road to continue the injunction ob- 
tained by that company restraining 
the switchmen's union from inciting 
a strike among men in its employ. 
The decision is considered a most Ihii- 
portant one, as the ca.se was a test 
to determine how far the powers of 
courts may^be %xercised to restrain 
a strike. 
Hazelle held the railroad 
failed to prove officers of the switch- 
men's union 
had unlawfully 
urged 
switchmen to break their service con- 
tract. The consent of President Haw- 
ley of the switchmen's union to a 
poll of the men with the fact he 
did direct a strike, is not considered 
by Hazell as excitement ^or induce- 
ment to strike.

Hawley 
said this evening there would be no 
imimediate step on the part of the 
switchmen to strike and thought it 
may be averted.

"Desperate highw aym en, who held 
up George S inn s and 
C. 
L. Shuff 
within a few' b lock s of each other, 
took no chances of Ijeing worsted last 
night. 
They felled both of their vic- 
tim.s with m urderous 
blows 
from 
sandbags, and so severely injured one 
of th(ini that 
for 
a tim e 
it was 
thought he w ould die. 


“Mr. Sinns. w'ho is a bookkeejier 
for the R itter D rug company, River­ 
side avenue, betw een 
Stevens 
and 
Howard, was ly in g unconscious at his 
home last n ight, suffering irom a se­ 
vere wound on h is head. 
Mr. Shuff 
of 2S05 Sharp aven u e was jso dazed 
as to 1)0 unable to give a coherent ac- 
couni of the a.ssault which may end 
hi.s life. 


“Sinns was set uj)on by the thugs 
on Stevens street, hetw'een Third and 
Fourth avenues, at 0 o’clock. He had 
been downtown and was on hi.s wa.v 
home. 
As he reached the mouth of 
an alley on th e poorly lighted street 
a man lumped ou t from the shadow 
of a building and asked him for a 
match, and at tho sam e time he was 
dealt a terrific bli)w, which Icnocked 
bhi! 
cnHr-Joss. 
Ili;^ a.ssailants then 
lei.surely rifled h is pockets, but secur­ 
ed only a pockotbook containing a 
few dollars and a check l)00k.

“No one saw tho assault. 
It was a 
half hour later before Sinns regained 
his senses and m anaged to stagger to 
his home near l>y at 427 Third ave­ 
nue.

same neighborhood and that sand­ 
bags were used In each case, leads 
the police to l>eilove that both as- 
-saults were t)i** work of th« same 
desi)er.ado«fs. 


“Shuff, w ho is secretary 
of 
the 
Q. S. Cold M ining company, was set 
upon by two m en of large stature, of 
whom he can give no good descrip­ 
tion, on M onroe street, between Third 
and Furth aven u es. 
at 10 o’clock. 
He, also, w’aa knocked senseless, but 
the robbers w ere frightened away be­ 
fore securing any rtf his valuables. 
Patrolman B ucholz was two blocks 
away when th is 
holdup 
occurred. 
Shuff found his lu ngs as ne fell and 
emitted a yell th at could be almost 
heard at R iversid e avenue. 
The po- 
licenmn heard it and bent his steps 
in the direction from which the cry 
came, on the doulde -quick. He ar­ 
rived too late to catch either men, 
but got a fleeting glim pse of them as 
they ran.

1 therefore s^nit Intjulrcrs 
to the police for luformution and kept 
m y own counsel.
